We succeeded. in building a

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been treated by the missionary at 
Wailuku, the place where Napela 
lived. His persecution had been so 
strong that I thought it wise to with- 
draw from that place for a while; 
but the time had now come for me 
to return ; I felt impressed to do so; 
and, in company with Elder Francis 
A. Hammond, I reached there one 
evening. We did not know where to 
go to obtain quarters for the night ; 
or the missionary who lived there 
used every means in his power to 
frighten the people against entertain- 
ing us. Even Napela, who had pre- 
viously afforded me a home, was under 
heavy condemnation for his kindness 
towards me. I felt delicate about 
going to his house again, thinking, 
probably, he might be reluctant to 
entertain us in view of the opposition 
which would be sure to follow. When 
we got to the edge of the town in the 
hills, one of us went and prayed for 
the Lord to open our way and raise 
us up friends, while the other watched 
to prevent interruption. We felt led 
to go to Napela’s house, thinking that 
if he received us kindly we would 
stop with him, but if he appeared 
cold and distant, we would go else- 
where. We found him in conversa- 
tion with four or five intelligent 
natives; most of whom had been 
classmates of his in the high schoul. 
One of them, Kamakau, which tran- 
slated means the /fish-hook, was a 
preacher, a very well-educated man, 
and said to be the best native orator 
in their church. They were question- 
ing —— about our principles, argu- 
ing with him upon them, he defend- 
ing them to the best of his ability. 
Our arrival seemed most opportune ; 
he was glad to see us, gave us a warm 
‘welcome, and soon transferred the 
conversation to us. At this time 
brother Hammond’s knowledge of 
the language was very limited, so I 
found myself the principal spokesman. 
We sat up until the roosters crowed in 
the morning, upon ent 
ciples and reasoning from the Bible. 
For some time they were disposed 
to combat our views, but finally were 
silenced and sat and listened to what 
I said, occasionally asking questions. 
This was the commencement of a 
great work in that region. The 
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preaching of the Gospel created a 
great excitement ; the people flew by 
huudreds to hear the testimony, and 
I had the satisfaction of seeing the 
missionary who had treated me so 
badly, and who had so bitterly op- 
posed and lied about the work, almost 
deserted by his congregation, they 
having left his church to hear us 
preach and see us baptize. I confess 
that to see him thus treated pleased 
me; I did not wish him to receive 
any bodily injury, but I had ho 
and prayed the day would come when 
he would see his followers desert his 
church, embrace the truth and leave 
him to himself. We baptized a large 
number of people at Wailuku and 
the adjacent town, erected a large 
meeting-house at that place and 
smaller ones at the other villages, and 
organized large and flourishing Bran- 
ches of the Church. 

When Elder Hammond and his 
wife came to the island they had one 
child. Several children were born to 
them on the mission before they re- 
turned: After we had been success- 
ful in organizing Branches at Wailu- 
ku, Waiehu and other places around 
there, Elder Hammond brought his 
emily from Lahaina, where they had 
been living, to Waiehu. There they 
lived for some time. Afterwards, 
through his labors, a Branch was 
raised up in Lahaina, and they moved 
there. All the Elders who labored 
in that field have reason to remember 
their kindness to them. Under their 
roof we always found a warm wel- 
come, and it was home—a home which 
men who were constantly speaking 
the native language, living in the 
native houses, and having to con- 
form, to some extent at least, to their 
modes of cating, could appreciate. 
Sister Hammond’s unvarying kind- 
ness, her patience and chee ess in 
the midst of privation, and her un- 
sparing labors in our behalf, to sew 
and do other work for us, which | 
among such a people we had need to 
have done, as well as his constant 
efforts for our comfort, will never be 
forgotten by those who enjoyed their 

e contrast between my tion 
then and what it had been when for- 
merly at Wailuku, was to me a con- 
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stant cause of gratitude to the Lord. 
He had revealed unto me that it was 
my duty to remain on the islands, ac- 
quire the language and bear testimony 
of His great work to the people. He 
had given me many promises con- 
nected therewith. nd now I began 
to feel how true His words had been. 
Many and many a time, when I sat 
in meetings and heard the people 
speak in the demonstration of the 
Spirit of the Lord, filled with its 
power and its holy influence, bearing 
testimony to the truth of the Gospel, 
to its restoration and to the gifts 
which had been bestowed, my joy was 
so great that I could scarcely contain 
myself. I felt that, however devo- 
tedly I might labor, I could not 
show the gratitude to the Lord which 
I felt, at being permitted to receive 
the Priesthood and to exercise it for 
the salvation of the children of men. 
Surely, never were men happier than 
‘we who labored in the ministry among 
that people in thuse days; we hada 
fullness of joy, and it seemed as if 
there were no room for more. The 
people, too, with all their faults and 
weaknesses, were greatly blessed. The 
power of God rested mightily upon 
them, and many a time their faces 
would glisten and appear almost white 
under the influence of the Spirit. 
‘They knew that Jesus was the Son of 
God and the Savior of the world, and 
that Joseph Smith and’ Brigham 
‘Young were Prophets and servants of 
God. This knowledge had come to 
them through obedience to the com- 
mandments. 

The report of what we were doing 
went through all the ‘islands. The 
natives frequently went from one 
‘island to another. They are talk- 
ative, gossipy people, and exceedingly 
‘fond of telling news, which never 
loses anything after its first recital. 
I afterwards traveled all over the 
group, and I found myself well known 

y name to all the people. This was 
frequently embarrassing to me, be- 
cause I felt that I could not meet the 
expectations which had been created 
respecting my skill in the lan 
-etc.,etc. The king and his nobles al 
heard of us, and of what we were 
doing, and though we were often mis- 
‘Tepresented, we could not blame the 
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Hawaiians for much of this. If left 
to themselves, they had but little of 
the spirit of slander and persecution 
so common to the white race. They 
were naturally kind and hospitable. 

there been no priestcraft among 
them, misleading them and poisoni 
their minds against the truth, an 
tempting them with worldly advan- 
tages and popularity, the entire na- 
tion, I am convinced, have been 
readily brought to receive and believe 
in the principles of the Gospel. But 
everything was done to have them 
shun us, to inspire them with sus- 
picion, to make us unpopular. These 
influences, with those vicious and 
destructive practices which are fast 
hurrying the nation to extinction, 
were against us. But for all this, we 
had wonderful success among them. 
Like our Indian race, the Sandwich 
Islander is being destroyed and blot- 
ted from the face of the earth by too 
much of what is called in Babylon, 
civilization. 

There is one remarkable feature of 
the Hawaiian character which I will 
here note. Among all the races of 
white men of which I have yet heard 
where the Gospel is preached, the 
practice of sin, and especially with 
the other sex, is attended with the 
loss of the Spirit ; and unless there is 
deep and heartfelt repentance, such 
sinners are apt to become enemies of 
the truth, and are frequently bitter in 
their opposition to the work of God 
and His servants. Not so with the 
Hawaiians, so far as my observation 
extended. It is true that by indul- 
ging in sin they would lose the Spirit; 
that could be plainly seen ; but I never 
saw that bitter apostate feeling among 
them which is so common among 
white men who apostatize. They 
were not given over to the spirit of 
unbelief as other races are. is dif- 
ference struck me, and I account for 
it in two ways ; first, because of their 
ignorance the Lord does not hold them 
to so strict an accountability as He 
does us ; and second, they are of the 
seed of Israel, and to them peculiar 
promises have been made. believe 
the same characteristics will be found 
among the Lamanites ; but that can 
be better told by those who have ex-

SEA GULLS.

There is no biped for which the old 
farmer of Utah Territory bas muore 
genuine affection than fur the utterly 
valueless—in a marketable sense— 
sea gull. This rather pretty bird was 
quite abundant in this valley the pre- 
sent year—in fact, it is stated that 
only once before were there so many. 
In the fields a few miles below the 
city, u week or two ago. thousands of 
them could be seen. They fullowed 
the plowman along the furrow, and 
were alinost as tame as chickens. 
Wherever there was a newly-plowed 
field, there you could see the gull, 
and as fast as a furrow was turned up 
the birds would fly behind the plow- 
man and conmence devuuring the in- 
sects which were thus exposed to 
sight. They seemed perfectly fear- 
less. And they have good reason tu 
be fearless here, for the farmer looks 
upon them as his friend, and they 
seem to understand fully that he holds 
them in that iight. They fly all 
about him, within two or three feet, 
and while perhaps unwilling to sub- 
mit to being caught, they will allow 
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leys, in clouds—figuratively speaki 
They did not fly, but came hopping 
down the mouutain sides in myriads, 
So vast were their numbers, the

Tarshish, or Tyre, was the greatest 
naval power in ancient times, and in 
this respect resembles Great Britain 
which is the test naval power of 
the present time, it is to be hoped 
therefore that Great Britain, or Chris- 
tian Tarshish from the Isles of the 
Sea, is the power destined some day 
to render powerful assistance to the 
Jews in their restoration to the Holy 

nd. 

For some years back a yearning to 
return to Palestine has been mani- 
fested by Jews, and as a consequence 
a steady influx of the people into the 
country has been taking place. Dur- 
ing the last ten years the Jowish 

pulation of the cuuntry has doubled 

tself. Jerusalem is gradually becom- 


ing a centre of civilisation, and is 
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assuming the appearance of a modern 
town. Villas are being erected in the 
neighhorhoud of the city, and there 
are no less than three Jewish building 
societies in operation. The Russian 
persecutions have now given such an 
impetus to Hebrew emigration into 
Palestine that money is all that is 
required in order to re-people the 
land, especially as the Sultan, who is 
a li -minded and humane man, 
receives the Jews intw his dominions 
with pleasure, and renders them what- 
ever assistance he can. The Jews 
appreciate the kind treatment of the 
Sultan and Mussulmans, and they say 
that they find the Turks are more 
merciful than the members of the 
Greek Church. Such an influx of 
Hebrews has not been known since 
the destruction of Jerusalem by 
Hadrian. 
_ Whether this awakening of the 
Jews and this intense longing desire 
of thousands of Jewish families in 
Russia and elsewhere to settle in the 
land of their forefathers, is the begin- 
ing of the foretold Jewish restoration, 
time on'y can tell. The final restora- 
tion of the Hebrews tw their ancient 
heritage will doubtless occupy a peri 
of several years, and will take place, 
for the most part, as Daniel says 
“during a time of trouble such as 
“never was since there was a nation.” 
Unfortunately this Jewish emigration 
has begun in bloodshed and _ persecu- 
tions, and any observant person, look- 
ing at the present state of the nations 
of the Continent, would not be sur- 
es + any morning to hear of war 
reaking out, the magnitude of which 
would not be surpassed “since there 
was a nation.” 

We have conditions, then, at the 
resent time, to remind us of the pre- 
ictions of the prophets, even to the 

great maritime power, from the isles 
of the Gentiles, rendering generous 
and willing assistance in money and 


to the Jews. 
ut besides all this, we are told 
that we are approaching the time 


_ when the final restoration of the Jews 
should take place. The exact day or 
ear is nut stated in the Scriptures, 
ut we can gather from Daniel that 
this great event, unspeakably import- 
ant to Jew and Gentile, would occur 
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in the “Time of the End.” The 
“Time of the End” is or will be evi- 
dently the closing years of the “Times 
of the Gentiles,” or the time when 
Jerusalem will cease to be trodden 
down by the Gentile powers. Although 
not expressly stated, it is strongly in- 
ferred in the Scriptures that the 
“Times of the Gentiles” were to con- 
tinue, in symbolic language, for “Seven 
Times,” or seven years, whose days are 
years, t.¢. 2,520 y according to the 
year day interpretation. If we date 
this “ Seven Times,” the latter half of 
which period 7 often called “ time, 
times, and the dividing of time” from 
the reign of Nebuehadnezzar, “ the 
golden head of the fourfold image,” 
we shall find that the “ Times of the 
Gentiles” are drawing to a close. 
Many people believe that the final 
fall of the Gentile (po and conse- 
quently the end of this dispensation, 
will terminate with the close of the 
sixth thousandth year of the world, 
and that the beginning of the seventh 
thousandth year will usher in the 
Millennium.* 
At the present time many wise and 
oa people think they discern 
clouds which portend the com- 
mencement of the storm, gathering in 
the distant horizon, and the way in 
which nations will arrange themselves 
in order to work out unconscivusi 
the will of Him who knows the en 
from the beginning. Wars, or series 
of wars, which may prove to be the 
recursors of a new dispensation, may 
reak out ere long, for Europe is in & 
state of unprecedented ferment, and 
little better than an armed camp, a, 
moreover, the Eastern question is sti 
unsolved. It is thought by many 
strategists, that Palestine will some 
day be the t battletield of the na- 
tions. A military writer describes the 
country as “the gateway between the 
East and West ; or rather, as the Bar- 
bican which commands the two aven- 
ues of the Euphrates and Red Sea 
line of communication.” Russia, next 
to Turkey, is the power that has the 
test hold on Palestine. Her 
ospice commands Jeresalem, and is 
evidently constructed more for mili- 
tary than for religious purposes.

ANTI-MORMON MEETING.

THOUGHTS ON PARENTAL DUTY. 


() 


Tue unrequitable debt of gratitude which all children owe to their parents, 
and the ubligation of obedience which springs as the natural result, are 
subjects so frequently discussed, and truisms so universally acknowledged, as 
to render present treatment superfluous. It is the aim of this writing to 
reverse the usual form of the text, and dwell briefly upon some of the duties 
incumbent upon parents; a theme which, if less frequently employed than 
the other, will be found no less prolific as a source of argument and reflection: 

- Some parents seem to imagine that they fulfill every requirement of their 
Office by simply bringing children into the world, and by deeds if not words 
assert entire exemption from responsibility for their support, education and 
subsequent line of conduct. Now the Bible emphatically declares that such 
people are worse than the heathen, and the book of nature as plainly testifies 
that in this respect they are even inferior to the brute creation. Throughout 
the vast domain of animal life, the tender love and provident care of offspring 
is one of the noblest and most eminent characteristics, and all persons who 
manifest unbelief in or indifference to that beavtiful and universal truth, simply 
lower themselves just so far below the level of the brute. 

- It is a duty which devolves upon all parents to impart unto their posterity 
of the favors and blessings which heaven has bestowed upon them, and like- 
wise to avert in their behalf, as far as possible, the impending “ ills that flesh 
is heir tou.” From those who havé much received, much will naturally be 
required ; while from those who possess but little, but little can reasonably 
be expected. Nor does this requisition apply merely to temporal affairs. The 
rule holds with respect to all things, whether mental, moral, temporal or 
spiritual. Those who are endowed with sufficient intelligence to discern the 
diffzrence between good and evil, and neglect to teach their children that 
important distinction ; those who have been made the recipients of the holy 
laws of heaven and fail to impress, both by precept and example, their 
importance upon the minds of their young, are just as culpable (if not more 
80) in the sight of heaven, as those whuo pussess the adequato’ means of 
supplying their families with food, cluthing and other temporal necessities, 
and refuse to en:ploy it fur such purposes. For every vicivus precept and 
wicked practice which parents set before their children, and every righteous 
principle which, being able, they ‘neglect to instil into their youthful and 
receptive minds, they must render up a strict account at the judgment seat of 
Jehovah. Let them take heed, therefore, that they injure nut, either 
temporally or spiritually, one of Christ’s “little ones,” for it were better 
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jndeed that a millstone be hanged about their necks and they be cast into 
the depths.of the sea. Temporal food and apparel are necessary to life 
in this probation, but spiritual food and raiment are indispensable both here 
and'hereafter. The former can but comfort the mortal body on earth, while 
‘tthe latter—the “ bread of life” and the shining “ robe of righteousness” —admi- 
-nister to the immortal soul throughvut the endless ages of eternity. 

In the light of these facts, and the weight of responsibility that rests upon 
ts, the necessity of obedience in their offspring is a thing to be readily 
‘perceived. Still, there is another extreme to be avoided, in this connection, 
and that is the confounding of parental authority with parental despotism. 
The tyranny of the parent is as much to be deprecated as the disobedience of 
‘the child. Many fathers and mothers, taking advantage of the position in 
‘which nature has placed them, and utterly forgetful of two important truths 
which all parents should remember, assume the most uuteeratic powers over 
their progeny, and seek the sway of unjust and cruel dominion not only over 
their outward actions, but as far as lies in their power, over their inmost 
‘thoughts. “ Have I not the right to do as I please with my own child?” is 
*the supposed invulnerable argument with which they oppose every suggestion 
-which has the temerity to question the wisdom or rightfuluess of their 
policy. “Do as I please with my own child.” Do the authors of such 
sentiments ever reflect upon the fact that it is Almighty God, the Maker of 
‘heaven and of earth, who is the real Father of the immortal spirits whom they | 
are privileged to call their “ own children” on earth ; that it is only by per- 
smission that they here sustain the parental relation to His begotten 
offspring ; that they themselves, as well as their issue, are His children, and 
‘as such are accountable to Him for all their acts, whether of tyranny or of 
tolerance, of obedience or rebellion? And do they realize another ma- 
terial fact, that all earth’s inhabitants are here in a state of probation, 
<lothed in mortality and invested with free moral agency, for the purpose of 
proving their worth and integrity, that through fidelity and obedience to 
their Creator, they may finally be exalted and eternally glorified? 
The personal accountability and free moral agency of man are the important 
truths which all parents should bear in mind. The spirits whom they call 
their children, are in reality their own brothers and sisters ; offspring of the 
same celestial parentage ; exiles from the same eternal home; working out 
the-same salvation for their souls, and possessed of the same God-granted 
‘privilege of acting for themselves, as those who seek to curtail that 
privilege by the unrighteous dominion they so often presume to exercise. — 

When will man learn the lesson that each soul is held responsible for 
its individual acts, and that to coerce or restrain the human will in the legiti- 
‘mate exercise of its agency—the originul author of which idea was Lucifer— 
“is and must ever be cuntrary to the mind and will of God? Liberty of con- 
seience is absolutely necessary that the Lord’s plan may be consummated, and 
‘men and women be consistently judged fur the deeds done in the body, and 
‘rewarded or punished accordingly. To forcibly control the human mind is 
Aim possible, it cannot be compelled to believe or unbelive any doctrine, how- 
‘ever wise or however absurd ; while to force or confine the body, except 
swhere extreme youth, immature judgment, insane rage or blind stupidity, 
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renders suck an act expedient and justifiable, is criminal and cruel in the 
extreme. Tie Almighty gives every soul the privilege of choosing between 
good and evil, and though He will prevent all interference with His righteous 
purposes, He can do so without depriving man of his inherent right of 
attempting to do whatsoever he desires. Svciety may in a’ similar manner 
secure itself against criminals, and the head of the household may consist- 
ently adopt such measures to insure the safety and welfare of bis youthful 
and irresponsible offspring ; but society has no right to fetter human thought, 
to inflict unwarrantable punishment, or unjustly deprive man of his liberty; 
nor have parents the right to compel their offspring, of accountable age and 
responsible intellect, into compliance with a command against which con- 
science rebels, or to hinder the harmless execution of what is considered the 
dictation of duty. An intelligent, responsible being, be it man, woman or 
ehild, in the peaceable, harmless exercise of its personal agency, has the 
heaven-born right to be let alone to pursue any purpose or exercise any privi- 
lege which the eternal Parent of all parents has placed at its disposal. 

In the Beginning, when Lucifer rebelled against God, and drew a third of 
the hosts of heaven after him to destruction, why did not the Eternal Father 
stretch forth his puissant arm to prevent millions of his offspring from be- 
coming the children of perdition? Because it was, and is, and ever will be an 
unchangeable law, that every created intelligence is entitled to its free moral 
agency, with the untrammeled exercise uf whicheven the Progenitor of all living 
does not deem it his privilege to interfere. He could put forth his hand and 
did, to frustrate the design of the would-be usurper of his kingdom, but he 
did not destroy Lucifer’s agency by so doing, nor of any of the doomed 
myriads who chose to follow him in his downward path to damnation. Christ, 
who was also an actor in that ineffable drama, likewise stood upon his own 
accountability, Lut determined to remain steadfast, and fight at the right 
hand of his Father against the embattled hosts of darkness. Lucifer had 
undoubtedly received the same wise, kind, fatherly counsels as had Christ, 
and possessed similar advantages and opportunities for learning and doing the 
will: of the Father ; but each ulso had liberty of conscience, freedom of self- 
action, and could exercise it even as he desired. Christ resolved to be true, © 
Lucifer decided to rebel. The heavens rejoiced uver the faithfulness of the 
one, and wept over the full of the uther, but not one finger could consistently 
be raised to coerce or restrain either soul in the exercise of its inalienable 
right of election. This is God’s way of dealing with his children, and what- 
soever is more or less than this, cometh of evil. Especially is this the case 
where a direct commandment from God is concerned. What right have 
parents to compel their children to disobey a command of the Almighty or to 
hinder them from submitting to his eternal laws? When the edict goes forth 
from the oracles on High, that all mankind must repent and be baptized for 
the remission of their sins, and gather to the land of Zion to escape the wrath 
of heaven, who is it that will assume the responsibility of unheeding that 
requirement or hindering others from yielding obedience thereto ! Whenever 
the Omnipotent Law-maker enacts any measure or issues any decree, the 
inhabitants of this little earth may rest satisfied that he has an object in view 
whose fulfillment is “‘a foregune conclusion,” and woe betide that luckless 
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being who tampers with His holy laws or attempts by his puny efforts to 
defeat His incontrovertible designs. Purents, goveruors and guardians | 
Rulers of the dumestic circle or the social commonwealti ! You have not the 
right, though you have the privilege, of preventing your fellow-creatures, 
so far as His purposes will permit, from rendering obedience to the behests 
of Deity ; but if you exercise that privilege you must abide the consequences, 
for rest assured that the God of Justice will exonerate the innocent,and place 
the terrible responsibility where it rightfully belongs.
